‘Cross America On Dime’ 


Nazi Supreme Command Arranges for Reception of French 
Plenipotentiaries — Germany Places Full Attention To 
Destruction of Great Britain— Retaliatory Air Attacks 
On England Inaugurated. 


(By In terna tio nal News Service) 
BORDEAUX, June 20 — Formal announcement th it 
France has named plenipotentiaries to negotiate an armistice 
with Nazi Germany was made by Premier Marshal Andre 
Petain in a radio broadcast today. 
“ Too few ammunitions, too few arms, and too few allies 
were the cause of our defeat,” the 84-year-old hero of Verdun 
said in a shaking voice. 
“People of France: I have asked the enemy to put an ~nd 
to hostilities. The government, yesterday, appointed Ambas­ 
sadors to receive the conditions of peace. 
“I took this decision with the strong heart of a soldier, 
because the military situation imposed it. 
“Due to difficulties of communication by way of Spain,” 
the official announcement said, “the Reich gov *rnment rec iv- 
ed information of these appointments only at one o ’clock this 
moring, and it was delivered to the Fuehrer at four a. in. 
“ I he German supreme command immediately gave the 
necessary instructions and made arrangements for the recep­ 
tion of the French plenipotentiaries.”

The finest salad crops of the whole 
year are the fail crops. Not only let­ 
tuce can be grown then, hut Chinese 
cabbage arid chicory, both of Which 
are at their bes* after a light frost 
and possess a Haver far superior to 
lettuce. 


Advice is often given to sow seed 
for fall crops in July. 
But it is a 
mistake to wait too long. Summer 
sowing is not the easy task that 
spring sowing is. 
The cool, moist 
weather which seeds like best for 
germination cannot be counted on. 
As a rule, sum m er sowing should 
be deeper than winter sowing. 
A 
trench a few inches deep should bo 
scooped out, and the ground soaked 
thoroughly by running watt r into 
it. 
Seed should be sown at the 
bottom and covered more deeply 
than usual. 
Do not fill the trench, 
but leave it to catch dows and light 
rains. 
It the ground is very hard and 
dry and the days are hot it may be 
wise to cover the seed bed with 
cloth or even with paper in order 
to check evaporation until the seeds 
have sprouted. 
Seeds put into the 
ground without precautions to pro­ 
vide moisture are very likely to re ­ 
main inactive, and a disappointed 
gardener will declare that this talk 
about midsum m er sowing is all 
wrong. 
Cauliflower, brussels sprouts, head 
lettuce, kohlrabi, kale, spinach, tur 
nips, carrots, beets, radishes, peas 
and beans m ay be planted for a fall 
crop with unusual assurances this 
year of harvesting them all. 
The great advantage of fall salad 
crops over those of spring is that 
there is no temptation to go to seed.
